Responsible Government and Uie 
Franchise. 



Tho vordiot of Britifib Columbia, ho 
far na it am bo expressed at the polls, 
has been given unraistakoably in favor 
of lloaponsiblo Government. All the 
candidates eleotod, so far as hoard from, 
have pledged thomfielvos unequivocally 
to voto for a constitution tbat will give 
tho people ontiro control over the Gov- 
ernment of tho country. Although 
thoro are few indeed who doubt the cor- 
rectness of the principlo of Self or Bos 
sponsible- Government, jot thoro are 
many who doubt its successful working 
in this colony, and would prefer to do 
lay its introduction until o more general 
and decided permanency of business 
and population be attained. Oar views 
in regard to this question have been so 
clearly enunciated from time to timo that 
wo need hardly reitorato our advocacy 
of Kesponsiblo Government for any 
and evory colony or provinco of British 
people. It is quite possible, however, 
that Uoapontiible Government may be 
given to a people, and used by tliein in 
Buch aimuiuer us to cause injurious aud 
unhappy rosultH. Responsible Govern- 
ment, to bo mndo successful and to :n- 
bui-o 'go^d results, requires to bo well 
guarded with prudent and other im- 
portant and necessary checks; and the 
most imporiaut ol all is a good and 
wholeBorao franchise. It has always 
been the common cry with thoBO who 
ask fur Responsible Government to in- 
cludo universal suffrage as ono of the 
necessaiy accompaniments, Tbis, we 
think, is a great fallacy, and one which, 
we are sorry to say, has to too groat an 
extent been yielded to by the framers 
of our present constitution. Under au 
irrospoi)Kiti"c form of government, whero 
tho Executive does not feel bound to 
grant what is asked by tho Legislature, 
it may bo perfectly safo to grant a loose 
and unrestricted franchise to the people. 
The Governor holds tho reins, aud can 
chock what he may doom wrong legis- 
lation. But when tho power is given 
entirely into the hands of the people, a 
good and wholesome franchise law is 
the only proto'ition. What is the truo 
basis lor a popular franchise? is a ques>« 
tion that has caused much differouco of 
opinion amongst the best statesmen of 
the world; bu . in every country where 
liespoi siblo Government exists accord- 
ing to the Bri is'j system there is 
a certain qualification ior doctors 
other than a B e and nationality. In the 
Provinces of Canada the qualifications 
for voters differ somewhat, oaoh lrom 
tho othor ; but wo know of nono which 
wo would prefer to that of iSew Bruus- 
wick. A voter must bo a readout Bri- 
tish subject 21 years of ago, pay taxes 
on S400 of personal or real property or 
income, and his uamo, as a duly quali* 
fied voter, registered six months pre- 
vious to Uie election at which he is requir- 
ed to vote; and last but not least, bin 
voto is given through tho ballot box. 
With Kuchafranclrse law all challenging 
aud swearing is dispensed with and tho 
only ground loft upon which an election 
can bo contested is that of bribory and 
corruption, whioh is decided by a com- 
mittee of tho liouso of Assembly. Tbis, 
then, is the way in which a pcoplo wuo 
havo entrusted to them tho working of 
Responsible Government guard against 
tho return of a class of men who might 
be elected by those who undor a whole- 
some law would be disqualified to voto, 
Wo are led to think that a mistake bus 
boon made and an unfairness dono to 
the poople of this colony by providing 
such a looso, unsatisfactory and uoBafe 
system of franchise at a time so import- 
ant; when wo are called upon to take the 
responsibility of the government entire- 
ly in our own hands, and ut a timo wlion 
Bucb momentous Changes are to bo made, 
changes which requiio tho wisdom and 
taleut of men of largo political oxpe- 
rionco. _____________
